They 
have been an expensive luxury lo the 
public, but what Ihe public doesn't know 
doesn't hurt it. And it gives the politi- 
cians at Washington something to which 
they may point with pride in their 
ceaseless and praiseworthy efforts lo run 
down wealth and punish the rich.

timalcd current taxes, with a liberal 
margin for "safely." 


The next year it does the same, and so 


on indefinitely. Taxes go on increasing 
along with other costs and prices are 
periodically elevated to mecl them. As 
the gross receipts and net earnings ex- 
pnnd taxes grow larger, and one keeps 
chasing the other upstairs slep by step. 
\Ve venture lo say there is not a concern 
in the country which has not fell nol on- 
ly justified but compelled to produce 
larger net earnings in order lo provide 
for the heavy taxes. It is necessary to 
do this or be taxed out of business.

ery last penny of them. He reads with 
glowing satisfaction thai the Thus And 
So Corporation paid an excess profits lax 
this year of *8(50.0<)0. and imagines, pool- 
man.

ciple. Il has taken several billion dol- 
lars oul of the country to meet Ihe cost 
of Ihe war. and on lop of Unit il has lak- 
en several billions more in high price 
suction.

heights of inflation. 


Would il nol be bella- to reorganize 


our system of w;«r taxation lo make it a 
lillle more honest at Ihe real point of 
contact, viz., the consumer? 
Would it

tory attention is being given to plans for cap- 
turing the woman's vote. 
Time was when the "drys" regarded the wom- 


an vote as certain to be cast in their favor. But 
from reports brought in from various parts of 
the country to party -headquarters here.
